With thé Democratic Convention 
ait an end, everything is now set for, 
the forthcoming United States 'Pre- 
sidential election. Both the main 
parties have chosen their candi- 
dates for the Presidency and Vice- 
Presidency, and both have issued 
their “platforms.” There — have 
been no surprises in the selection 
of the Presidentinl candidate, and it 
now remaing to be seen whether Mr. 
Hoover or Governor Smith will 
succeed President Coolidge in the 
occupancy of White. House. It !s 
said that, the. Democrat -Is a man 
of greater personality than ‘his 
opponent and that his fine’ record 
of services as Governor: of New 
York State will commend, him to 

i 1he electorate, but #e doubt-whether 
these assets will be sufficient to 
Yearry him to victory: The fact 
that he ia a Roman Catholic will un-. 
questionably lose him some support 
in the South, whilst his continued 
personal advoency of tiie-desirabili- 
ty of amending the Prohibition 
Law, in ‘face. of the Party plank 
favouring enforcement thereof, is 
likely 40 cause some dissension In 
the Democratic ranks, We shall’ 
doubtless hear much more on this 
{ssue before election-time In Novem- 
ber. ; 7 
When we come to analyse the Re- 
| publicun and Democratic platforms, 
we are left with a feeling. that there 
is little In the latter which is ‘likely 
to cause the electorate to throw over 
the Republicans. We write, of 
course, without having seen more 
than a brief cabled summary of the 
Democratic programme. None the 
less, we cannot sce that there is 
|much that-is new or constructive 
in it. Indeed, on most of the big 
issues the Democrats do not appear 
to differ widely from the Republi- 
cans, Both favour arms limitation, 
the outlawry of war, the creation of 
an ficient privately-owned mer- 
‘| chant mariné and-the enforcement 
of the Prohibition Law.

arrived at Southampton trom: New 
York on board the Aquitania, 

Mr. Thaw was gredtly surprised 
nt the decision, ‘The first intima- 
tion he ‘received was when, as. he 
wag about to descend the gangway, 
Mr, C. H. Stephens, Chief Inspec- 
tor of Immigration at Southamp- 
ton, handed him on-dflicial intima- 
dion that the Home Office would 
not permit him to set foot in 
England, , ree ee, 

Whion he asked why he was being 
detained, the oflicials merely’ told 
him that they were acting upon the 
instructions ,of the Home Office, 
and could give him 110 information. 

It is understood, however, that

Stanford White was one ‘of the 
most famous urchitects in America, 
and was also a. great authority on 
ms :

‘Harry Thaw, ‘a cadet of one of 
the richest families in the United 
States, had married Evelyn Nesbit, 
a chorus girl, who was regarded a8 
one of the moat beautiful’ girls in 
New York. : 

They started on a honeymoon tour 
througa Europe, and while staying 
at n castle in Germany the young 
bride revealed to her husband de- 
tails of her relations with Stanford 
White before her marriage. Thaw 
returned to New York at once, 

On the evening of June 26, 1906, 
Stanford White was sitting in the 
roof garden ‘in Madison-square, 
modelled by White himself after 
the Alhambra at Granada. The 
place was crowded with a fashion- 
able audience, listening to a 
tausicul comedy, when Thaw walked 
in and said to. White, “You have 
ruined my wife.” Before White 
could make any movement or reply, 
Thaw drew a, revolver from his 
shirt front and shot him dead on the 
spot. .
